SCUPPERNONGS BY THE BASKETFUL — Mr. and Mrs. 
J. E. “*Tup”’ Plant, who reside on Troy Highway just north 
of the City of Elba display scuppemongs they have gather- 
ed from their vines, which are loaded heavily with the ripe 
fruit. 

In March 1959, they set out one and one-half acres of 
Scuppemongs, obtaining the vines from one of the largest 
scuppemong nurserys in the United States. The following 
year a small amount of fruit was gathered from the young 
vines. The next year approximately 500 pounds was pather- 
ed. This, the third bearing year, they expect to gather over 
one ton of fruit per acre. 

The vines, loaded with the fruit is a sight to see. Mr. and 
Mrs. Plant grow their vines on posts and fense as grapes 
are usually seen staked, making it convenient to gather 
the scuppemongs,

Rubber Manu ifactured 


In 60 Seconds Amazes 
Elba High Students 


Synthetic rubber manu- 
factured in 60 seconds was 
only one of the highlights 
in General Motors world- 
famed science show, Pre- 
views of Progress, which 
appeared at Elba High Sch- 
ool on Thursday September 
12. 

Designed to stimulate 
student interest in science 
and engineering, the 45- 
minute stage show was pre-

The 45-minute, non-commercial presentation encourages high school students to choose 


y@ careers in science and engineering by pointing out the ever increasing opportunities in 


these fields. The show included nine science-in-action demonstrations which illustrated 
some of the many contributions of research and technology to modern living, 
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sented in non-technical 
language by a two-man 
team using more than1,000 
pounds of equipment. Nine 
exciting demonstrations, 
dramatizing the contri- 
butions of research and 
technology to modern liy- 
ing, make up the fast-mov- 
ing program. 


The synthetic rubber 
manufacturing process 
used in the show is the|’ 


fastest of its kind known 
to man. Two liquids mix- 
ed in a bottle produced a 
mass of “‘instant’’ synthe- 
tic rubber fifteen times the 
size of the bottle in only 
one minute. This novel ex- 
periment was part of the 
polymer chemistry demon- 
stration. 

Another feature of the 
polymer sequence was the 
manufacture of a plece of 
foam plastic used in auto- 
mobile and airplane crash- 
pads, A relatively new 
field, polymer chemistry 
has already provided many 
useful products and ma- 
terials. 

Also demonstrated in 
the show were a model 
car powered by sunlight, 
a roaring jet engine and a 
vivid illustration of gyro- 
scopic principles essential 
to space travel, 

Previews of Progress
